ſomg.The Wileman 10. Zeclef, 2. tells us there 
i5nocadin Writing , many books and much. 
reading is wearinets ofthe fleſh: whereforel 
haye made this ſo ſhort, thatthou mayeſt rea; 
itin.two hours or three at the moſt: the clear- 
ing.of this truth requires only the plain letter, 
and L have left the miſtery to them that excel]? 
There is. no Scripture of any private interpre- 
tation., and whois able to fatisfy every mans 
opinion,the cleareſt cycharh byra glmmering 
tothe glory that _ be revealed , but —_ 
Cl- 
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ſeldome wants oppoſition, and I queſtion not 
but that ſome ignorant people will jeere at 
whatis here ſetforth,, whom l refer to the 19. 
Hath. i 1. altmen cannot receive this thing 
fyethey to whom it is given , let them ſay 
what they willſo that the truth of God ſhall 
more abound through my lye unto his glory 
3.Rom,7.l preſume not to teachthoſe that are 
learned in the Seriptures. But ifthou thalt find 
any truth herein that may prove uſefull cither 
to thy ſoul or underſtanding , expeCt not ſo 
much as in larger volumes , but give Godthe 
glory, andeſteem the Author.

CHAPTER I. 


Shewing that the ten Commandments are not the 
CMorall Lay but with their ſtatutes , ordi- 
mances and judgements , under the. old Co- 
Venant. 


IJ Ur Fathers were under a cloud & full of 
miſtakes,which theSabbatharians have 
; learned , whereof this may be one, 
eprong They. ſaid that the ten Command- 
ments were'the moral! law, and ſtand eternally in 
force, as given by the Lord on Mount Sinai; and 
all the reſt of the law , which ſome call the ceremo- 
niall law , . was aboliſhed by the death of Jeſus 
Chriſt, 
- Nowit is well worth the Chriſtians time to re- 
view the Scriptures, & to begin at the 20,0t Exod. 
T. Then God ſpeak all theſe words , ſaying , IT am the 
Lord thy God,&c. And then delivered his ten words, 
called the ten Commandments. The people ſeeing 
the thunders , thelightnings , the ſound of the 
Trumpet , and the Mquatain ſmoaking fled and 
ſtood a far off, verſ.c19. and then deſired Moſes to 
ſpeak to them, ſaying; ler God not ralk with w, leſt we 
; dye, 
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The Sabbatharians tonfuted, &c. . 7 
dye , ſo thepeoplebeing not able to'endure the 
voice of God ſtoad a far off , but Moſes drew near 
unto God, verſ.2 t, And the Lord faid unto Moſes, 
thus shalt thou ſay unto the children of Iſrael. So that 
the Lord ceaſed not ſheaking his lawes,for ſaid the 
Lord 21.Ex0d,r.now thefe are the lawes which thoy - 
ſhall ſer before them;uncill he had delivered them, 
which are contained in the 20, 21. 22. 23. chap- 
rers. of Exodus, which ſome call the judiciall law, 
After which Moſes came and told the people all the 
wards of the Lord ; and all the lawes; and all the 
people anſwered with one'voice and faid , all the 
things which the Lord hath ſaid will we do, 24.Ex.3. 
even as they had promiſed formerly when Moſes 
propoſed them 19. Exod.$. and Moſes wrote all the 
words of the Lord 24.Exed.4. afterward he took the 
book of che Covenant, and read it in the audience 
of all the people , who promiſed obedience verl.7. 
And the Lord ſaid come, and I will give thee tables of 
ſtone.” And the Law and the Commandment whith I 
have written for to teaththem , verſ.12.fo that Moſes 
was in the Mount 40 dayes and 4o nights verſ: 18: 
Then the Lord ſpake unto Moſes ſaying, Jprak wnto 
the children of Iſrael, 23. Exod. t. fo that while Moſes 
was in the Mountain, the'Lord ſheyved him all or- 
dinarices and that vvhich men call the ceremoniall 
lavy '; , then vyhen the Lord-had made an end''of 
communing vvith —— Mount Sina”, he 
gavehim rwo tables of the reſtimony , eveo tables 
of ſtone written with the finger of God, 31.Ex.18, 
afretward he brake the two'tables impieces beneath 
the Mountain 32. Exod. 19. then Moſes hewed two 
tables like rhe fight and carried them up ro-Mount 
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a 
Sinai 34.Ex.4.then the Lord proclaimed his name 
as formerly verſ\.5. and he wrote in the tables the 
words of the Covenant , eyen the ten Command- 
ments verſ.28.and afterward all the children came 
near , and he FDarges the PaOple with all that the 


Lord had ſaid unto bim in Mount Sinai 34. Ex.32. 
Now 1t any ſuppoſe that Meſes.charged the people 
only with the os, Eds "Tay may be ml- 
ſtaken, forhe might rather ay with all,cxcept the 
ten Commandments, , becaule *tis-ſaid 9g, Heb.19. 
when Moſes had ſpoken eyery precept to the peo- 
ple according ta the law, &c. Bur it is evident that 
they were charged with all the words of the Lord, 
4-Deut.1 3. 44. you will find anon that the book of 

Leviticus and the reſt were-part of his words, 

. Now briefly to fum up the uſuall opigions of 
men.,in 20.Ex, from the fit to the 18.ver(, are the 
ten Commandments declared ,which many call the 
morall law, and from the 2, verſ, of that chapter 
anto the laſt verſ,ofthep 3.chapt.many.call the I«- 
cial law,which areas an explanation,% they,concur 
with the ten Commandments. After that tolloweth 
the Ceremonial Jaw, and then the Leviticallaw, The 
Scriptures.are.plain, but men. darken them » with 
{ſuch exprefigns , for all theſe are but the law or 
old Covenant; even ſo was that which men call rhe 
law of nature,which you will fod in the next chap« 
ter > wherefore the ward bg, ſhould have been or 
ought to. be omittgd, : Dow. to ſhew that the law 
which men call the Leyiticall law , was part of that 
firſt Covenant; read the 7.Levie.37, and you ſhall 
find, that thu is alſo the law of burnt-offering s, and the 
othey offerings which the Legd commande Moſes in 
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by the new Covenant. - 
Mount $in4i; when he commanded the children of 
Iſrael tooffer gifts, you may read the like 26.Leyit, 
46. ſoin the 27,Lev. 34. theſe are the Commandments 
which the Lord commanded by Moſes unto the children of 
Iſrael in Mount Sinat. 

It is evident that there was no more written on 
thetables of ſtone then the ten words , and added 
no more thereto, meaning in the audience of the multi- 
tude, 5. Dent. 22.and yet you bave read that Moſes 
wrote a book of the Covenant wherein were all 
Gods words, and readitin the audjence of all the 
people, and ſer upan Altar underthe Mountain, 
& ſent young men which aftered burnt-offerings ; 
and he faid behold the blaod of the Covenant 24. 
Exod. fromthe 4.to the 9, and what was this book 
but the ſum ofthe law ,. which is the Covenant ? 
And this was that law which was given by Moſes 
1.Joſu.z 7, Did not Moſes give one law, aud yet none 
of you keepeth the law? 4.Rom.1 x. the ſtrength of ſin is 
the law 1.Cor, 15. 56, but the fling of death is fin. It 
would be. a needleſs queſtion , whether the ten 
Comandements are part of the law,for the Scribes 
did queſtion 22.Math:36,38.Mr.whichi the greateſt 
Commandwent in the law it was anſwered s tbou shalt 
lave the. Lard thy God, this i. the firſt & great commands 
ment 29,Exod.3, it you read the 24. Exod, 12. the 
Lord ſaid and I will gwe thee tables of tone, a law & 
the Commandment which I have writtes. for to teach 
them; when the Lord Jeſus taught his diſciples to 
pray, he contined them'not to thewords which he 
taught them 11.Luke 1.2.ncither where the people 
left {olely and without a miniſtration to the words 
of his ten Commandments , for faith the Lord,

T The Sabbatharians confuted 
after the tenour of theſe words , I have made 4 Covenant 
with thee and with Iſrael 34. Exod, 27. and in them 
Was contained according to all the words which the Lord 
had ſaid in the Mount 9. Deut. 10, for Moſes had 
ſpoken every precept according to the law 9.Heb, 
19. then the law of commandments ſtood in ordinances 
2.Eph.15. & the firſt Covenant had ordinances,9g.Heb. 
1. ſo the law had a ſhadow , 10. Heb. x. the hand- 
writing of God , 31. Exod. 18. this writing Was the 
writing of God graven inthe tables, 32, Exod.16, and 
this writing was of ordinances, 2.Col.14. ſo weread 
of the miniſtration of death written with letters & 
rraven in ſtones 2, Cor. 3.7, ſo of the law of works, 
3.Rom,27. Now Reader, thou mayeſt prove both 
by the old'and New Teſtament; that the ten words, 
the judiciall law, the ceremoniall law, and the levi- 
ticall law, as many term them have all relation to 
each other: And that they make but one, which is 
called the old Covenant ; *tis called the old-1o. Heb, 
13. it is written 2, Get, 17. Thou shalt not eat of the 
tree of knowledge of good and evill , for in the day that 
thou eateſt thereof , thou shalt dye the death ; and this 
fome do caflthe Covenant of works , and perhaps 

they may know the miniſtration of it : yer every 
man cannottake it ſo, for it is indeed aprohibt- 
tion; as the'ten' Commandments or moſt ot them 
ſeera ro be, yet they had, their miniſtration as hath 
been already proved ; if ircould be granted thar 
the ten Commandements-were the morall law , 
ftandingerernally in their firſt diſpenſacion-as de- 
hvered on Mount Sinai; then might the Sabbatha- 
rians have held diſpute wich the molt learned man

" It hath been a4 miſtake, to ſay that the ceremo- 
niall Jaw was put into the fade of the Arke , and 
miſtakes cone for want of diligent reading ; there 
are but two main Covenants of the law, called in 
Scripture the firſ and the ſecond, 10.Heb, g. or the old 
and the new, 8. Heb. 13. whereot the new may be 
called a Co9:n:nt of grace » by reaſon of the Me- 
diator Iefus Chriſt our righteouſneſs, Before the 
children of Iſrael paſſed over Iordan , they were to 
ſet up great ſtones and wrice upon them all the 
words ot this law 27.Deut.2.3. And Meſes ſets before 
* them curſings and bleſſings, 30.Deut.1 9.life and death 
and tells them' that they were rebellious againſt 
the Lord in his life rime 5 & how much morethen 
will they be after his death, ' Theſe are the words of 
the Covenant which the Lord commanded Moſes to make 
with the children of Tſrael in the Land of Moab, beſides , 
the Covenant which he made with them m Horeb, 29, 
Deut.1.then Moſes commanded'the Levites, t0 take 
the book of this law,& put it in: the fide of the Arke of the 
Covenant, 31. Deut. 26. therefore whereas many 
ſpeak of the ceremoniall law, ithath been evident- 
ly proved that all the old lawes & ordinances have 
relation to each other : And this Covenant alſo 
made in the Land of Moab agrees with the reſt, & 
was put into the (1de of the ſame Arke. 
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Shewing that the old Covenant was as fignes 07 5h a- 
dow s of thin os that were then to come, 


Nos if the former be proved to be but one Co- 
venant ,- thenlet us confider whether any one 
part

part of the law ſtandeth in more force then the reſt, 
and if that which men call the ceremoniall law be 
eternally aboliſhed, more ghen the ten Command- 
ments 3 then conſider how not one ot or title of 
the law (hill paſſe away ; or how may the law be 
eſtabliſhed by faith, Now to ſhew that the law is 
done away, and noexceptions made ; let two or 
three proofs ſerve. Firſt we read, 2.Eph.1 5. In abro- 
gating through his flech the enmity , that # the law of 
Commandments in the 8.Heb.7,we find that fault was 


found with the firſt, verl, 7, ſpeaking of 4 new , he hath 


made the firſt old and ready to vanish away y7.Heb. 12. 
the prieſthood being changed , then of neceſſity a 
change of the law. Again Chriſt is the end of the 
haw, ſo 10.Heb.g. he bath taken away the firſt, that he 
may eſtablish the ſecond: Whereas divers do hold that 
theie and other Scriptures in the Epiſtle of the He- 
brews do ſhew that the ceremonies only are taken 
away, and nothing to come in place 3 this is only 
their judgement : wherefore tet us very briefly 
handle but two or three of them , and begin with 
the laſt proof, he hath takea away the firſt, that he 
may eſtabliſhche ſecond. If the Sabbatharian ſhall 
e.» that the firſt 'Teſtament was taken aways 
then the firſt - is taken away and the ſecond eſta- 
blifhed- , and certainly the ten Commandments 
were part ofthe firſt Teſtament ; and if he ſhall ar- 
gue thit the firſt ſhidow-or ceremonies were taken 
away»then ſome ſubſtance of _—— things muſt 
be eftabliſhzd in the place of them. Again , if the 
cerem nies beeſtabliſhed , much more theten 
Commandments 3.by faith we eſtablish the law. This 
= not only a part of the taw,3,Rom. 31. 6, Gal,2, . 2 
that

that both the law and the ordinances or ceremo- 
nies are eſtabliſhed in a new and more glorious 
diſpenſation : Elſe one jort or one title afihe laws , 
nay almoſt all the law had failed or eſcaped , and 
been reduced to nine Commandments. 

The reaſon why the Autbor of this Epiſtle tg 
the Hebrewes treateth ſo much of the ordinances 
or ceremoniesis becauſe the ten Commandments 
are all moſt all of them prohibitions ; and what 
could bewritten of prohibitions: but their perfor- 
mances are of various works ,, as burned 
facrifices, and divers waſhings, which were but pat- 
terns, or {imilitudes of heavenly things ; ſo that 
not one jot or title of them, ſhall eſcape a more 
glorious diſpenſation. It is written 16. Luke 16. 
the law and the Prophets endured unto Tohn, ſhall any 
one therefore , ſuppoſe that the law and the Pra- 
phets bath an end at that time : nay , but an end of 
their old diſpenſation, eſpeciaHy of prophecy ,for 
"tis ſaid , and ſincethat time the Kingdom of Gol is 
preached and every man preſſeth unzo it, This is indeed 
the cauſe why many do think that the ten Com- 
mandments do ſtand in force on the account af 
the old covenant; Jeſus Chriſt bath more plainly ex- 

reſſed them , or moſt of them ofthe ſecond table, 
then the other laws in his new Covenant or Teſta- 
ment,but on-a new account;they being negarive,& 
prohibiting ſin. Secondly, where we read'of a new 
Covenant as 8.Heb. 13. in that be ſaithanew Co- 
venant , he hath abrogated theold , then read the 
verſe, the firſt Coyenant had ordinances, conſider, did 
you everread ofa Covenant or Teſtament ; cons 
1:{ting only of ordinances or ceremonies. Thirdly, 
| wheres 
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where *tis {aid , then of neceſſity there muſt bea 
change of the law , it hath been ſhewed that all the 
lawes in Leviticus were commanded in Mount Sj- 


* nai,and therefore belong unto rhe firſt Covenant, 


And doththis Text ſay , that there is neceflity of 
a change of part of the law ;5 notwithſtanding the 
Sabbatharians doe argue , that the ordinances 
ſpoken of 2, Col. 14. were only faltened on the 
crolle, but ver. 16, all Sabbaths, which was one of 
the ten words, were but a ſhadow of things to comes 
yet they argue, that the meat and drink and new 
Moons were the ſhadow:and therefore the ſeventh 
dayitſelfto be kept a Sabbath , then let them 
prove that the fourth Commandment was no part 
ofthe old Covenant, law, or Teſtament, did our 
Saviour fulfill and finiſh all the law , except one 
Commandment * orhath any diſputant or writer 
ſhewed one clear Scripture, the nine or ten Com- 
mandments ſtand ſtill in force, as they were given 
on Mount Sinai * Our Saviour in the 24, Luke 44. 
ſaid, that all muſt be fulfilled which are written of him 
in the law of Moſes , and in the Prophets, and in the 
Pſalmes ; ſupp6ſe that the ten Commandments are 
the morall law, and the reſt ceremoniall;then what 
was written of Jeſus Chriſt in the ten Command- 
ments , weread again 16, Luke 17. it i moreeaſy 
that Heaven and Earth shall paſſe away, then that one 
zitle of the law should fall. And doth any one dare to 
ſay, the books called Leviticus, or Deuteronomy» 
are no part, of the law 5 God forbid that any one 
ſhould og0eaboutto diminiſh one title of his lawz- 
for eygry believer doth eſtabliſh the law in its pu- 
rity, 3. Rom. 31, and yet the Sabbitharians doap-. 
oo prehend 


by the ney Covenant. I5 
prehend that they.doe God good ſervice in keep- 
ing nine of the Commandments in the oldneſs of 
the letter, 7, Rom.s. for the righteouſneſs of God 
is made manifeſt without the law , 3. Rom. 21. and 
when we read the Old Teſtament;the vaile of Moſes 
is on our hearts to this day , 2.Cor.3.13. to the 16. 
what is meant by, when Moſes is read , you may ea- 
fily find thar great part of the law was given before 
the ten Commandments were written upon the 
ſtones,then read 34.Ex.28, And he wrote IE 
in the tables the words of the Covenant; & ,, CT 
alſo, he wrote all the words of the Lord axe the co- 
24, Exod. 3. 7. for the Jaw was given venane. 
by Moſes , but the ten words and all thereſt of 
the law was firſt given to Moſes,24.Exod.12.but the 
Sab batharian tells us of the morall, judiciall, cere- 
moniall, leviticall , and the law of nature,'all theſe 
are but the old Covenant,and ſhould be expreſſed 
ſuch or ſuch a part of the law , even as we now a 
dayes ſpeak of a Covenant;ſothatwhen they or we 
doſhun theScripture language;in ſpeaking or writ- 
- Ing any fundamentals, we doe but confound our 
ſelves, and lead our children into the wilderneſs. 
There is not one jot ortitle of the law paſſed a- 
way » but only the oldneſs of theletter ; for the let- 
ter kalleth,but the Spirit giveth life,1,Cor.3.6.yet ſome 
bave argued , that the ten commandments were 
written in mens hearts, before they were given on 
Mount Sinai; & therefore they are not aboliſhed; 
this is ſoon anſwered ; ſo likewiſe was the miniſtra- 
tion, 4s ordinances , commandments, ftatutes and lawes; 
ſee 26, Gen.5. again Abraham offered a burnt-offeting, 
22,Gen.13. ſo did Noah , 8.Gen.54. ſo did-Laceb, 
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3,Gen,54. and Moſes, 10. Exod. 25. and,tethre; 
18.Exgd, 12. nay the Gentiles had the law ofworks 
though not of faith written in their hearts ; as well as 
the Jewes , anddid by nature the things contained im rhe 
law, 2.Rom.14.15. read 12, Gen.19, ſo 26.Gen.1o, 
for 6.Dan.16.26.4.Gen. z.although Abel offered un- 
to God a greater Sacrifice then (ain, 11.Heb.4.yer 
Cain offered as well as Abel,q.Gen.z.thefe two were 
types, as clearly as Iſaak and Iſmael, and Eſau , and 
Igcob,or Agar & Sarah,were of the Jew and Gentilet 
ſhall this therefore be called the law of nature, and 
ſhall we make 4 or 5 ſorts of that law, 
There may be which was given by theLord on Mount 
parts, butn8 Sinai?

Read therefore the 2.Cor,z.3. to verf. 7. ifthen 
the miniſtration of death written with letters and 
ingraven with ftones was glorious , whichglory is

15,24. in the mean time therefore it is written 
12.Deut. z 2. whatſoever I command youztake heed 
that ye doe it; thou ſhalt put nothing thereto, nor 
take ought therefrom : the like in 4, Deut. 2, ſo 
1,Joſhua 7.theſeScriptures perhaps may make ſome 
to quarrell with the reſt , who ſay how can the law 
be abrogated or aboliſhed & alſo eſtabliſhed ; but 
why ſhould men quarrell with the Scripture, the 
oldneſs of the letter hath already been ſhewed and 
might ſuffice, it is a killing letter , 2. Cor. 3.6. for 
Jeſus was a better Mediator then Moſes , but inthe 
7. Heb. 18. the commandment that went afore is diſan- 
nulled, ſo 8.Heb,4,5. the Leviticall Prieſts accord- 


- ingtotheLaw, ſerve only to the pattern and ſha- 


dow of heavenly things tocome. Again 9.Heb.2 3. 
* was then neceſſary that the ſimilitudes of heavenly 
things Should be purified. Is then that which men call 
the ceremoniall law , as it was part of the law more 
done away then the other part of thelaw , nay, for

know not the Author of the Epiſtle to theHebrews, 
which ſaith, that the firſt covenant had ordinances of 
divine ſervice,g,Heb.1. let ſuch know that the whole 
Scriptureis given by inſpiration of God, 2.Tim.3, + 
16, & not think that the Spirit was miſtaken,when 
itcalled it the firſt covenant, for what ordinances 
of divine ſervice did belong unto the tree of 
knowledge of good and evill; or unto the ſeed of 
the woman, which ſhould break the ſerpents head;

11, where 
theſe promiſes are repeated;& they ſhall not teach 
every man his neighbour and every man his bro- 
ther, the meaning of this then muſt be , that they 
ſhall not teach every man his neighbour in that le- 
gall way as they did ,-- when theſe rs were 
made,or elſe the Scriptures muſt claſh. | 

It may be argued again that ih the 1, John 2,27. 
And ye need not that any man teach you , but as 
the ſame anointing teacheth you of all things, this' 
Epiſtle was written to ſuch as had received the 
anointing of Jeſus Chriſt : And as they had been 
n_ by it,ſo to abide in it,and as it taught you, 
ye ſhall abidein him. And is no argument that we 
in theſe times ro whom God bath ſpoken by his Son , 1. 
Heb.z, That weſhould caſt of teaching , or the 
means of grace, which the Son bath ſent forth for 
his people, neither are any to depend wholy upon 
the outward means.

lency ofthe promiſes of the new covenant, For they 
Shall all now me from the leaſt of them ts the greateſt of 
them, ſaith the Lord. Knowledge is taken in by de.

And he put a vail on bs face 5 that the children of Iſrael 
Shouteno# 100h unto'the end of that which should be abg« 
liched, 2,Cor.z.15. How then could the Tewes truly 
know God under the dark diſpenſations of the 
law, yet under the Goſpell we have free acceſle to 
the throne of grace, to the holyeſt of all, which was 
not then cottie, 9, Heb. 8. God hath ſent forth rhe 
Spirit of his Son , whereby we now cry Abba Fa- 
ther,4.Gal.g. fo 8. Rom, 15, And yet how apt are 
men to ſturtible, and think chat the law is abuſed, 
when wecometo a clearer knowledge of God in 
the Goſpell ordinances. 
Fs IN Bur fome may enquire , what is it to 
— «ng - know God: ſee 17.Jobn 3.*t life efernall 
: th4t thy know thee the only yery God , and 
Teſus Chriſt © hom thou haſt ſent , 1.lohn 4.7. Every 
one that loveth is born ot God and knowerh Gad, 
verl[.8. He that loveth five, knoweth not Gold , for God is 
loye , ſo that ro know God is the excellency of 
Knowledge $it is our very unton with God; He that 
& joyned into the Lord is one Spirit, 1.Cor. 6,17. 
Sixthly , what means from! the leaſt of them unto the 
greateſt of them, this ſhews the promiſe to be with- 
out reſpe& of perſons , to the rich , to the poor , 
high and tow, Iew and Gentile; provided that they 
be the children of the covenant, ſtich as-ſhall make 
a Covenant with God; As the Prophet hath ſhewed, 
and we will walk in his pathes, and we will walk inthe 
name of the Loyd dir God fFrever and ever, 4.Mich, 2.5. 
Seventhly, for 1 will forgive their iniquity, & will

been held forth. by the difference of opinions , 
in the Old Teſtament ,: and ſo likewiſe in the new: 

27, of the law 
of life, 8.Rom. 2. of the law of righteouſneſs, 9, Rom, 
31, of the perfett law a vbery , 1.lam,2 5. of the.rogall 
law, 2.Tlames 8. of the law of liberty,2.Iames ,12.And 
all theſe are called the law of truth,z.Mal.6.andare 
but on law , 3.Gal,r2. for the lawſhall go forth of 
Sion, 2,Ifai.3. Even as the old,ſfo doth 
the new covenant chiefly. conſiſt of 
lawes; but the promiſes are of free grace.

Teſu 46 in the 
wilderneſs,and he faſted 40. dayes and 40,nights,being 
exceedingly tempred by the Devil ; who would if 
poſhble have hindred the Lords work , yet ſeeing 
the multitude come together, a Prophet like unto

giver from between his feet, for it i eyident that our 
Lord ſprang out of Iudah, 7. Heb. 14, And thus Ieſus 
Chriſt our law-giver having the law of truth in his 
mouth, 2.Mal.6.In the firſt of Math.2, opened his 
mouth and taught them : And he taught them not 
legally as the Scribes did , but being a King he 
taught his royall law , as one having authority, 
7.Math. 27. Now whereas the Sabbatharian doth 
ſay that the morall law being the ten command- 
ments is never aboliſhed; and yet all the reſt of the

fore whatſoever ye would that men should doe to yohts

here is conſequence for this poſition; yet let ſuch 
underſtand , that the Apoſtles and other holy wri- 
ters , or molt of them were eye-witnelles and fol- 
lowers of our Saviour:And what they have wrieten 
w45 likewiſe by inſpiration , 2. Tim.3, 16. And agree 
with the Evangeliſt;and therefore make all but one 
new Teſtament, whereof ſaith Paul, be hath made us 
able miiſters,2.Cor,z,6, Take but ane examplezthe

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Evangeliſt writof our Saviours reſurteftion , on 
the firſt day ofthe week , and ſending forth of his

It was defired by the Plalmiſt, ſaying 
ſend thy light and thy truth: let them bring me to 
thine holy'Mountain , Then will I goe unto the Altar 
of God, unto the God of my joy andgladneſs , 43.Plal,3, 
4.Now although David ſpake in the Old Teſtament 
language , yet oftentimes he fpake prophetically, 
as in the 37. Pſal.32,29. the righteous ſhall inhe- 
rit the Land, Although the Land was poſſeſſed long time 
before ; yet here he prophecied of theeverlaſting 
poſſeſſion promiſed to Abram,Iſaak and Iacob,and 
their ſeed,yerſ(.18;2.9. ſo that the Lord God and Ie- 
ſus Chriſt {ic both on the Throne, and the Altar is 
befare the Throne: It may be poſſible to commir 
as much idolatry in offering to an Altarin Heaven, 
as to offer to an Altar of woodzearth or ſtone: For 
thou shalt worchip the Lord thy God , and himonly 5halt 
thou ſerve,q, Math.1o.

They know what the 
Prophet Moſes foretold, ſaying , They 5hall call the 
people to the Mountain there shall they offer the ſacrifice 
eſrighteouſneſs,33,Deut.19. They know that in every 
place , incenſe and a pure offering muſt be offered to the 
name of God, 1.Mal.11, They being in their cloſ- 
ſets can bring their gifts to the Altar as well as in 
the meeting place; And concerning ſpirituall gifts 
they are not ignorant,they are not deſtitute of any 
gift;1.Cor.1,7.Thereare diverſities of gifts,x.Cor, 
1214, Tooneis given the word of wiſdome, to 
another faith, to another prophecy, to another di- 
verſityes of tongues : Now though all deſire the 
beſt gifts , yet they muſt learn a more excellent 
way, verſ.3 1. For one may bring to the Altar his 
gift of prophecy, another all knowledge, another 
may. bring his gift of all faith , 2.Eph.8, Another 
may- feed the poor with all his goods : And is not 
God pleaſed with ſuch ſacrifices ? Another comes 
with Plalmes and Hymns and ſpirituall forg; , as 
with harpes and golden vyalls, 5.Revel.8, Another 
as with the tongues of men and Angels , and all 
theſe may be as it were, heaps , nay Mountains of 
ſpirituall gifts laid up before the Altar : And little 
doe Chriſtians conſider, that they bave left ſo ma- 
ny offerings before the Altar, and that as yet they 
muſt come and offer their gifts, as 5.Math. 23, 24. 
nay divers gifts, which have been left before the 
Altar ſeverall years ſince , muſt yet be offered, or 
elſe they will come to nothing, Then 
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Then let every believer though of ſeyerall opi- 
nions , judge himſelf leſt he be judged , 1.Cor.11, 31, 
What praying or praiſing gifts have they brought 
to the Altar , when grudgings and evill ſurmiſings 
have been betwixt them. It they had remembred 
what ought their brethren had againſt them, and 
what bitterneſs hath been upon. each of their ſpi- 
rits , how they have judged each other and not 
themſelves , they would have been reconciled ere 
this time , and then come and offered their gifts ; 
And now it is not tolate for us to goe about this 
work. The Apoſtle hath ſhewed us a more excellent 
way thenall the gifts, which he had preſcribed to 
the Corinthians : There are exceeding great and 
precious promiſes , on which if we truly lay hold, 
we ſhall be made pertakers of the Godly nature,& 
what is that, but love ; Gods loye,and now abideth 
faith hope and love, but the chiefeſt of theſe s loveg.Cor, 
13,i3. Then let us follow after love ,1.Tim.6, 11, 
By love let us ſerve one another.; love doth not e- 
vill to his neighbour ; Therefore is love the fulfil- 
ling of the law, 13.Rom.10. And when we come t9 
this pitch , let us offer our gifts which are left be- 
fore the Altar, and much odours will be given un- 
to them.

Of pure church-ordinances which ſome doe callthe L 
diſcipline of the Church. | 


Ou have read chapt.4.That the law of faith bath 

its works, ſacrifices and ordinances, even as the 
law of works, in which chapt. they could be but 
hinted for want of conyenient place ; neither can 
it now be expected but in part about ordinances. 

There hath been and is a ſort of ſeeking people, 
which have been heard to ſay , that neither Jeſus 
Chriſt or his Apoſtles did ever ſet in order,as ſome 
call it ;the diſcipline of his church ; Agd altbough' 
E 3 muCca 
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much honour is to.begiven to the very memo 

of thoſe Martyrs in Queen Maryes dayes, who had a 
glorious day break by the ſon of r1ghteouſheſle, 
yet very obicure in ordinances or church diſci- 
pline ; Nay it is ſaid to this day that none, what- 
ſoever know howto arder it: But ler ſuch read and 
obſerve the firſt Epiſtle ro the Corinth. And by 
the way rake notice that Paul and Barnabas and o- 
thers in 1 5.AQs, baving met with the Apoſtles and 
Elders and the whole Church , who writverſ.28, 1s 
ſeemed good unto the H oly Ghoſt , and to us to lay no more 
burden upen you, verſ10, calls the law a yoak which 
they were not able to bear, ſo 18, AR.4. Paul and 
., Timothy. as they paſſed through the 
mb Cities , delivered the decrees to keep, Or- 
enes.. dained by the Apoſtles andElders which 
* +. wereatleruſalem : For Paul hath newly 
oflabliched [the Churthes,15.A, 4.And it was his buſi- 
neſſe and care ſo to doe; For Paul was not taught by 
men but by revelation, 2. Cor,i2, 13, So that when 
thou haſt read thisEpiſtle,mucb pure diſcipline or 
ordinarices may be Rok, yet not all of themz. for 
this little Treatiſe cannot contain them : But here 
Paulwrites not only to theChurch ofCoriath,bur 
to the Saints with all that call on the name 

Pure diſci- of the Lord Teſis in every place,1,Cor.1,10., 
pine. Paul beſeeches them that no diſſentions 
beamong them , for ſome were at that time of 

Paul, ſome of Apolla,and ſome of Cephas,verl.19. 
were ye baptized into the name of Paul , forhis 
part he baptized but Gaius his hoaſt and few more. 

And Chbrift ſent him not to baptize but to preach , 2.ch. 


}S, Paul ſaid , but ye have the mind of Chriſt, 
3, ,chapt, 
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s.chapt.3. be calls them carnall , where deviſions 
are verſ, 10, he compares himſeit ro as kiltull Mr. 
Builder , yet warnes every man to take heed how 
they build upon his foundation 3. And tells them 
- that'they are the Temple of- God , and 'tis holy 
whoſe Temple ye are,z.chapt.16.17. He would nor 
have the Church to miſtake , as to call ſtone.and 
timber to be holy , ' for the houſe of David shall be 4 
Gods houſe, 12.Zechariah 8. And he diſputed uſual 
ly in the Temple, yet had he bis church in Gaius 
houſe, who was confequently an inholder 16.Rom. 
23.And 4.chapt.15,Paul tells them that he had be- 
gotten them through the Goſpell , and ſends Ti- 
mothy to teach, ſaying , as I teach every where in 
every Church.Again 5.chap.q.He ſhews the way of 
excommunication , ſaying ſuch an one to be deli- 
vered over to Sathan, as much as to ſay put our of 
the fellowſhip of che church into the world ; for 
Sathanis the God of this world, then 6.chap.5. be 
ſpeaks to their ſhame that brethren ſhould goeto 
law, and not before the Saints : Then read the ſe. 
venth chapr. to the 17. verf, he ſhews the duty of 
marriage even to the laſt verſ. but*ris moſt bleſſed 
to abide {1ngle, 1,Cor.9,38.He warnes them not to 
meddle with meat ſacrificed to idols; ſo 9.chapr.g. 
ſhewes how miniſters ought to be maintained , bur 
nota word of Tithes,verſ.22.is madeall things to 
all, that he may ſave ſome, 10.chapt, 14. He admo. 
niſhes to fly from idolatry; And then ſhews whar 
the communion of Chriſts blood is , wherein very 
much idolatry is committed to this day , even in 
England in divers country chappels,verſ.3 1.let all 
be done to the glory of God,11.chap.q. He ſhews 
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in what poſture men-& women.ſhould pray or pro» 
phecy,verſ.z , lee 2.Joel 28,29, As Paul received it 
ofthe Lord,he ſhews haw the Lords ſupper ſhould 
be received. And to examine themlelves leſt they 
eat and drink their own damnation , and reverent- 
ly to tarry ane for anvther, and promiſed to ſet 0+ 
ther things 1n order when he comes41 2. Payl ſhews 
the divert ies ot gifts,verſ;to, which are ſeverally 
diſtribured ro every one, as the pirir was given 
kccording to the meaſure of the gift of Chriſt , 4 Eph.7. 
again veri.14. to the 26, ſh:weth the union that 
ought co be among the Church-members,verl.28, 
thai in the Church God hath ordained Apoltles, 
Prophets, and teachers; And although all have not 
= alike , yet we are admoniſh<d to delire the 
eltgitis; And yet they may be as ſounding braſle 
or tinckling cymbals without love.ln the 14.chap. 
The Apoltle commeads prophecyes in the church, 
bur nut With {trange tongues , unleſle they have 
interpreters, that they may edify the churchzv.1y. 
for praying ang {linging nor to be in itrange ton- 
gues, bucwith the underſtanding , as wellas in 
mind or {piric, verſ. 24. If all prophecy and an un- 
learned man come in, he will be {o convinced, that 
be will ſay plainly that God is in you ot atruth, 
And 1o che 26,ver{.cthe Apoſtle iums it up, ſayings 
What u to be done then brethren, according as every one

fions, ſee 7.lydg.1s ,. 10.2. Dan, 45, ſo 7.Dan.1i. The 
Prophet Daniel ſaw a dream,and there were viſions 
in his bead upon his bed, ſo 23.ler, 28. even ſo for 
viſions, 1.1{at.1, ſo 1, Ezekiel 1, i01,Obediab 1. fo 
2, Habakkuk 3. and1z, Hoſea 10,10 89.Pſa.1g. And 
as for the dreams and viſions of the talſe Prophets, 
ler thera paſle at this time 3 Now all che Prophers and 
the law did prophecy untill Tohn, 11.Math.13. Afcer 
which rime we never read of any other Prophet 
according to the old ditpenſation, becaute it did 
then ceale,8, John $2.we have read that Moſes wish« 
ed that all'the Lords people were Prophets , 1.Num.29. 
To which purpope the Prophec Joel prophecied, 
And afterward I will poor out my ſpirit upon all flech, & 
your ſous and your dang bters shall propbecy,your old men 
shall dream dreams, and your young men 5hall ſee viſions, 
2, Joel 28.And this was truly pertormed in the _

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of the Apoſtles,2.AR.16. Which did hold untill the 
time of falling away; as you read alittle before,we 
have now tharmhiſtery made known in the New Te- 
ſtament,which was hid ſince the world began.16, Rom. 
25. Mndin the ages to come shall be made manifeſt to the 
Saints ; And whatever they did prophecy was no- 
thing more chen was revealed to the old Prophers; 

Neither Barnabas or Simeon called Niger or Lucius of 
Cyrene or Manahen , which had been broug ht up with 
Herod the Tetrarch and Saul13.ARQ.1t.were any of the 
old Prophets, how may weimagine then , that 
Tolin Baptiſt the four daughters of Philip , 21, AR. 
9.Zacharias; t. Luke 67. or any other Goſpell Pro- 
phet, nay [ohn the Divine in his prophecy or reve- 
lation, although they were all under a clearer mi- 
niſtcation then the former Prophecs z could ever 
prophecy of any thing pertaining to theſe laſt 
times, more then was revealed by the ſpiric to him 
or them, out ofthe Scriptures, read then the 22. 

. Revel.1$,19, Wherefore let no man adde or dimi- 
niſh to this prophecy,and yet we have a people that 
willundertake to foretelland prophecy of ſtrange 
things to the world , but prophecying feqyees not for 
them that believe not but for them which beFeye, 1, Cor. 
14,22. There were divers holy men which did pro. 
phecy, though under a former diſpenſation , even 
as the law did prophecy » and yet they were not 
commonly called Prophets , as Enoch Iude 14. 
Noah,Abraham,20.Gen.7.Iſaak, Iacob,loſeph; Mo- 
ſes and Ioſhua, and the like, Iacob called his ſons 
together,ſaying, that I may tell you what shall come 
20 you in the laſt dayes , knowing that his ſons could 


not by courſe of nature live to ſee the lalt dayes's 
Bur 
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. But bis propherical! bleffing to bis ſon Iudah was; 


That the Sceptershall not depart from Iagfah untill Shi- 
loh come, 49.Gen.10, Andif irbe heremeant a tem- 
porall STeprer: and Shjloh to be Chriſt , then was 
Iacob miſtaken , and the Apoſtles would not have 
a5ked our Saviour, wilt thou at this time reflore the 
Kingdom to Iſrael , 1. AQ. 6, For Nebuchadnezzar 
took Teruſalem and placed Gedaliah to be ruler 
there,whom Ishmael one of the Kings ſeed ſmote,and be 
a4 2,King 2525. ſo41.ler.z. For Gedaliah was 
Governor, and not King; 40,Ter.1o. But it is more 
likely that the expoſitors were miſtaken , and thar 
it was meant a ſpirituall Scepter which is not as yet 
departed from Iudahz For all the Gties of Iudab were 
deſolate, and no man dwelt there,44.Ter, 2. 22.1ſai.zo. 
Seeing then the Patriarch David was a Prophet , and 
knew that God had ſworn with an oath to him , that of 
the fruit of his loynes , he would raiſe up Chriſt concern- 
ins the flesh to ſet upon his Throne, 2.A&.z0. Therefore 
let all the horſe of Iſrael know that God hath made him 
both Lord and Chriſt, this Teſis I ſay, whom ye have cru- 
cified, ver. 36. And where it is ſaid,& David my ſervant 
Shall be King over them,3 7.Ezekiel 24.It was the Sor: 
of David which is Teſs Chriſt, 30.Ter.9. Therefore 
Shiloh is not as yet come, forShiloh in the firſk 
Alphabet of the Bibles as it js expreſſed , means 
diſſolving or putting of ones ſhoes : Even fo when 
Teſus Chriſt hath delivered up the Kingdom to 
God even the Father , when he bath put down all

dream, orthe young man ſee a viſion which he ne- 
ver toundin the Prophets, or in the law, or in the 
Goſpell;And let him keep it to himſelt;8 if it be in 
an unknown tongue let him bave no interpreter, 
he that prophecicch the like prophecy,be ſure that 
he provenot as a fortune teller. Ic is very neceſſary 
that we keep to alure word of the twoTeſtaments, 
For we have 4 moſt ſire word of the Prophets tothe 
which ye doe well that ye take beed, 2.Pet.r, 19. And 
this commandment commit I #nto thee Son Timothens,ac- 
cording to the prophecies which went before upon thee , 
1.Tim.1,18, Wherefore as was ſaid before , when 
the whole Church is.comg together according as every one 
of you hath a Pſalm,or hath a Dottrine,0v hath 4 tongues 
or bath a revelation , or bath an interpretation , let all 
things be done unto edifying > 1.Cor.14,26. Let the 
Prophets ſpeak two or three , and let the other 
judge,and ifany thing be revealed to another that 
cur — fitreth byzlet the firſt hold his peace, for 
diſcipline, YE may all prophecy one by one, verl, 

2.9,30,31. But according to the proportion of 
| faith, 
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faith,t2.Rom.s. havinga ſure word for it, and yet 
doe a Godly Miniſter , paſtor or Elder no wrong, 
$ut sbew him double honour ; And letno man think 
himſelf co be ſo admiral] , but that rhe ſpiries of the 
Prophets are ſubjett to the Prophets for ſome men may 
be troubleſome to others , when their own ſpirits 
will not ſuffer the leſt oppoſition; And they which 
bave at ſeverall times oppoſed truths are moſt fit- 
ting to be ſilent in the church, though they be ex- 
cellent oratours ; for every man which hinks him- 
ſelf to be a Prophet may not ſpeak what he pleaſes, 
bur ſuch-to whom the Lord hath revealed myfte- 
ries of his word. Prophecying may be ſaid to be 
preaching , becauſe theſe cannot eaſily be ſepa» 
rated, for he that prophecieth ſpeaketh unto men to edi- 
fying to exhortation and to comfert,1.Cor. 14,2.ſ0 that 
other Prophets have power in the church to judge 
and weigh whether they keep within the bounds 
of the truth or not,and to many may not ſpeak to- 
gether, for Godis not yet the Author of confuſion , but of 
2k verſ.33. As weſce inall the churches of the 

aints; And for women:they are not forbid topray 
or to prophecy, unleſle it be in the church, but are 
zo be ſubjeft as ſaith the law , verl.34. Elſe ſome of 
them would take place above their husbands for 
uu and gifts; As for the diverſities of admini- 

rations it 15 here omitted,bur here are-no new or- 
dinances ſhewen more then theApoftles practiſed, 
and whathave been pradtited, nor only in Amſter- 
dam formerly, bur lately in England,where divers 
have been found to laugh and jeer at them , there 
are many more in other places of the Scripture 
which cannot þe here quoted for brevities ſake,

CHAPT, 
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CHAPT. VIIL 
Of finging of Pſalmes. 


A Mong all theſe which bave been hinted in the 
laſt chapr, divers godly and eminent profeſſors 
have and do ſcruple whether ſinging of Plalmes be 
an ordinance », either private , or publick for the 
church , theſe ndeal would require alarge dif- 
courle , but ſhall be only hinted &.then left to the 
learned; We read of the ſong of Moſes and the children of 
Iſrael, 1,,.Exod.t, And before they paſſed Iordan Moſes 
wrought another ſong, and taught them, 31,Deut.22, 
ſinging was called a ſong untill the time of David, 
and ſeldome afterward which men docalla legall 
duty; But David the ſweet ſinger of Tſrael, 2,Sam,2 31. 
w:8$ tull of the ſpirit of God,and he appointed the 
Levites and others to rehearſe, and to thank and 
praiſe the Lord God of1ſrael, 1.Cron.16, 4. to the 
10, even ſo Hezekiah the King and the Princes com- 
manded the Levites to praiſe the Lord with the words of 
David and of Aſaph the Seer -, ſo all the congregation 
praiſed with joy,2,Cron.29,30. And this likewiſe is 
called legall, read again 137.Plal.3. Thelſraclites 
being in captivity in Babylon , were required to 
ſing the ſongs of Sion, & not of Smat, loin 40.Pi,3, 
David faith be bath ſer my feet upon the rock,and 
he bath put in my mouth a new ſong of praiſe, and 
yet theſe are called legall duties, but this queſtion 
1s much moved, whetber Saints in Goſpell times 
can join together, eſpecially with zmultitude in a 
publick meeting place , in ſinging a Pla!meof 
David, you have read already that all the congre- 
gation 
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gation could praiſe the Lord together with joy, & 
bave we any other Pſalms then they had , which 
were in myter, let us but maik how thePſalms or 
moſt partof chem, are ſo penned, that every man 
ſingeth,or may ſing to himſelf, and maketh melody to 
zhe Lord m their own hearts,5.Epb.19.ſo that be doth 
or may praiſe the Lord with the words of David, 
which were penned by the ſpirit of God,z.Sam. 23, 
2.And why may not this be done as well as to cloſe 
with him , which prayeth or praiſeth the Lord , in 
the midſt ofa congregation, It is true a Saint may 
Kave a Pſalth or a Hymn , butlet bim be careful 
that it be upon 2 good ground, and ſee where ever 
this word P/atme isnamed , if it be not meant by 
ſome or on'of the150.Pſalms in the old Teſtament, 
for the Apoſtles themſelves could join-in ſinging 
of a Pſalm or a Hymn before they went up into the 
mount of olives,26.Math.3o. perhaps it was in the 
very language wherein they were firſt penned, the 
Pſalms were penned by inſpiration and did then 
and doe ſtill containthe Apoſtles occaſion of ſing- 
ing and are left for every holy man or woman that 
thalf be merry im heart,5.lam.1 5, Now whether here 
was meantthe 150.Pſalms,we ſhall have many more 
to make the queſtion then to prove to the contra- 
ry. Why may not the Goſpell Prophets prophecy 
in ſinging or ſing prophecies,as they in 2.Cron.2 5, 
1,Although they uſed harps,vyals and cymbals,yer 
the other may uſe the heart and the fruit of their 
lips, Paul and Sylas could pray and fing a Plalm at 
Midnight unto the Lord , 16.A&.25. The Plalms 
are very ſpirituall and full of heavenly praiſes, and 
hall try notbe uſed to that purpoſe , in wo 
allo 
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alſo are admirall teachings and admonitions, they 
let'the word of God dwell in us plenteouſly teaching ant 
admonishing our own ſelves in Pſalmes and hymnes and 
ſpiritual ſongs , ſinging with grace in our bearts to the 
Lord ,3.Col.16. Which ſhews that the Saints ſang 
unto themſelves to the Lord, when ye come there- 
fore together according as every of you hath a 
Pſalme or, hatha do&rine , ler all things be dong 
unto edifying , 1.Cor.14;26, Then by very great 
conſequence, the Saints did join alſo io fioging of 
the 150. Pſalmes according as their occaſions did 
ſerve for David was exceeding full of Goſpell in 
his ſinging of prophecies , and the Saints could not 
chuſe but ſing them,well knowing that God Had then 
newly anſwered ſo many of them whenthe Meſsiab 
Was come , and it theſe be legall duties why not the 
reading of the law and the Prophets in meeting 
places, which are or muſt be read before they are 
preached or exppunded, and it they be read , why 
may not the Pſalmes be ſung. 

And if this be. formall ſo are great part of our 
prayers, yet we dare not toleave praying, anditf 
thou wilt not {ing till thou art merry,tiow was Da- 
vid when he ſang the gi.Pſalm. doe wenot uſually 
read in the Old Teſtament , how they lift up their 
voices,2.Cron, 5,13, 10.11ai.zo. ſo 24.11ai.14. fo 
4.AR.24. Oughtwe now to leave ſinging , becauſe 
wecannot frame a truly ſpirituall Pſalme, fince 
they are already framed by the Spirit of God, had 
not thoſe harps and vyols in time of the law » rel4- 
tion to the prayers of the Saints , 5. Rev.8. did not 
John ſee thoſe that had gotten the victory of the beait, 
bow they ſang the ſong of Moſes the ſervant of Gol 3 - 

: alſo 
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alſo the ſong of the Lamb, ſaying great and marvelous are 
thy works Lord God almighty, 15.Revel. 3, Bleſſed'be 
the Lord for that freedom , which every good 
mans conſcience doth now enjoy , yet doubtleſſe 
any bymn or part of a Plalme may be choſen out 
and ſung, which may concern a church, a family, 
or a private perſon as it is ſaid , I will ſing with the 
ſpirit and I will ſing with the underſtanding alſd, 
I,Cor.1415.

Now Chriſtian Reader, perhaps you have read 
ſomewhat which agrees not with many mens judge- 
ments, I dare not to ſay , that there is no miſtakes,

There was no holineſle or holy things left in the 
Temple, yet after our Saviour was carried up into 
Heaven,24. Luke 51. The Diſciples returned to Teruſa- 
lem , and were continually in the Temple praying and 
lauding God , verſ. 53. ſo Peter and Iohn entered into 
the Temple prayſing God, 3.A&.8, So the Apoſtles 
were commanded by the Angellto go and ſtand in 
the Temple , and ſpeak to the people all the words of bis 

hiſe, 5,AQQ20, Sotheyentred into the Temple early a

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the morning, verſ. 21,25. The like when Daul had 
prayed m the Temple he was in #trame, 22,A&;x.10 
that they wentnot only to preach , but to pray 
and praiſe theLord, it is theh evident that the A- 
poſtles did not ſcruple to goe into the Temple, for 
daily in the Temple as well as from houſe to houſe they 
ceaſed not toteach,;.AEt.q2.And Paul kept back nothing 
but shewed and tdught them openly and throughout eve- 
ry houſe,z0 At.20. And shewed them all the councell of 
God, verl. 27. aid theſe were to the Saints , at which 
time tue Temple was no more holy then a publick 
yacetivg place now is ; for where may a faichfull 
preacher doe his maſter more ſervice,then where a 
multitude of people are met together,and 1s it not 
convenient then that Godly people eſpecially thoſe 
of reputation , 2.Gal.z, to hear publickly as well as 
In privat whereby the yay 9 , and thepreachers 
may be countenanced,and the people encouraged) 
the Lord grant the preaching of the Goſpell may 
be advanced in every publick meeting place, but 
in many Pariſhcs in England are a pittyfull com- 
pany ot ignorant people,anda blind prieſt to lead 
them into the ditchor ſuch as under the name or 
retence of ſchiſme or hereſy doe perſwade the 
cople againft the glorious truths of the Goſpell, 
and yet dive;s of them being ignorant themſelves 
adminiſter the Sacraments to ſome that can give 
no account ,ejther of their faith or religion any 
mote then what they or ſome of themhave been 
taught by 'a catechiſs, which a parrat may learns 
and doubtleſle believers ſhould underſtand more 
then a parrat, how can there be a church without 
keievers,whick have the miſtery of faith ina Fi con» 
mk: 105 . tence;

that able men be publickly a pms for the ed. 
fyingof the church , and itthe preachers ſhould 
have nd other maintenance but the liberality of 
the people,they may ſoon ſtarve, although tythes 
be not Goſpell maintenance, yet what ſhould be 
done with them, if they ſhould be carried into a 
treaſury, then they are not put down , and if none 
ſhould be paid it would make well with the richer 
ſort, and to tax mens land for their maintenance is 
no Goſpell way, then ſince the tythes belong unto 
them which take pains, and notto the former,why 
may not worthy men receive them with modera- 
t10n, untill the people are better qualified, in the 
mean time thoſe that are Godly miniſters ſhould: . 
take the rule of our Saviour,and his Apoſtles, Jeſus 
Chriſt taught the multitude, yer he expounded to his 
diſuples apart,q Mark 34. And made all things known 
unto them which he heard from his Father,15.John 1 x. 
even ſo did the Apoſtles , they as you have read, 
did teach publickly and from houſe to houſe , for 
Paul had his Church in Gaius houſe , if they by a 
faichfull endeavour ſhall diſcharge their own con- 
| ſciences, and their preaching withſtood, let them pray 
\ God as Paul did, that it may not be laid unto their charge, 
. 2,Tim.4 15 16, The Apoſtles did labour abundant- 
ly, and ſo were the churches eſtablished in the faith and 
encreaſed in number daily, 16.AQ,,, The Lord grant 
that they may be dayly encreafing. 
.NowReaderlT have briefly as poſhble I could),laid 
down a word to {everall ſorts of people , yet I hope 
none abuſed , the Lord grant that it may prove
